Phase One will 
provide the area with 700 low to 
moderate income units with out 
any displacement of residents. 
The 700 new units will permit 
families to be displaced in Phase 
Two area to remain in Hunters 
Point without any further reloc- 
ation. And, the units in Phase 
Two will benefit those residents 
in Phase Three and so on. 

In- the Butchertown area a 
light and heavy industrial district 
will be created. It is estimated 
that it will bring an extra 3,000 
to 4,000 plus jobs to the area.

to strike against a company or an-institution in order to declare | 


their grievances and have their demands met. : 

The student strike at SF State College is a strike called by the 
Third World, Asian, Afro-American and Latin American peoples, 
based on their demands concerning their educational needs. 

Administrators, politicians and some news media have tried to 


made the strike and its supporters, which include prominant black , 


citizens in the SF community, such as Dr. Carlton Goodlet, The 
Rev. Cecil Williams, Adam Rogers, Julia Comer, Sylvester Brown, 
Rip Ridley, and many others, to look like rabble rousing misfits 
incapable of wanting anything except chaos and confusion. These 
official types have done everything they could from helping to 
maintain up to 600 police on the campus daily, to setting up false 
committees, and making negative editorial comments in an attem- 
pt to discredit the strike and the validity of the demands. 

Actually the only reason the strike was called was as a last re- 
sort to bring out into the open their grievences and the present in- 
justices and irrelevances on the campus of a school which belongs 
to this community. For over two years students and friendly pro- 
fessors have attempted to ‘work through regular channels’ yet have 
been turned back and received nothing for their efforts. 

The basic truth of the strike is the freedom of self determin- 
ation of students in their education versus the present misuse of 
the schools by the irrelevant and outside political forces such as 
the office of the governor, state superintendent of schools and the 
like in trustees and such boards of directors who are totally alien 
to the needs and desires of Black and Third World students. 

The activities and grievances of the students deserve the sym- 
pathy of the local community. No longer can we divorce the class- 
room from the rest of life, students are people, our people!

Basically it is to produce change in the community. 


That is, change in the allocation of resources; change 
in the decision making processes; change in institutional 
practices; and change in the understanding, concepts, 


will, and capacity of all groups in the community to take 


action necessary to eliminate poverty. 

Therefore, it is not our purpose to take the place of 
existing community institutions, it is rather to motivate 
and assist other institutions and groups to carry out the 
changes which are necessary to eliminate poverty. 


In the past some thought our purpose was to solve the 
basic problems of poverty by directly carrying out those... 
changes within our agency by relieving, on a permanent 


basis, existing community resources and institutions. We 

are advocates of the poor, and therefore must seek 

change on many fronts. This means the prerequesite in 
measuring the program effectiveness~constant evaluation 

of the program to see whether the changes have perman- 
ence and a multiplier effect within the community at~ 
large. In short we must measure the impact on the way 

in which the community responds to the poverty pro- 

blems rather than by the immediate benefits we bring 

to the few program participants( employees). :

Mr. Alaska Howell... 


He came to the EOC on January 19th, 1966. He had 
not been able to get a job for two years. ; 

His formal education consisted of a BA degree and 
two years of special study. He formally was a band lead- 
er and a jazz expert. 

When engaged in conversation there was very little he 
could not discuss as far back as you asked or as far for- 
ward as you pleased. Yet he would admit wods he 
head that were not familiar to him. A humble man. 

He enjoyed jazz and read; a writer, he was writing a 
book about his life experiences. 

Alaska remarked once that he did not remember his 
mother but that he had eight step-mothers. He often 
spoke of his sister and once wrote a christmas story 
which concerned them. He read this story to the child- 
ren at Ridgepoint Methodist Church during the ‘Kid’s 
Club Program’. The Kid’s Club was a group of children 
whom he helped organize at anti-poverty Area Office 
number I, 185 Navy Road and who were fond of him. 
He often said he didn’t like children, yet he had such an 
engaging way with them that he could draw a large group 
almost immediately. 

It gave him great pleasure to appear on the program 
with them at Christmas time last year. 

He eat at a local Chinese resturant and would order 
Won Ton soup, a simple hot soup with pork noodle and 
greens on top of chicken, beef or pork. 

His job was important to him only when done to per- 
fection as he saw it. 

No one could tell him how to run his life but he was 
adapted to taking orders, for he said: ‘I follow my first

White Curriculum 


There is an_ urgent need existing in the present 
American educational system to give Slack students a 
eae ut education, and at the same, recognize that 
racism does exist in this system. One element of the 
educational system that must be changed in order to 
fee tana this problem is the curriculum being 
Before this change can be made, the cause which 

has brought about this need for change must be eliminat- 
ed. The cause is racism in the white social system. The 
goal of America’s educational system is to act as a social- 
izing agent to instill values that will perpetuate the 
American way”. Since the white man is in the major- 


ity and in the policy TERRA positions, the education- 
al system serves to elevate him and debase blacks. It 
does this by instilling in white students values that per- 
ceive him as being innately superior to black people and 
other racial groups. Blacks are ignorant of their African 
cultural peniase because Western Civilization has refus- 
ed to acknowledge the existence of thriving and produc- 
tive African cultures. Africa, to this day, is considered 
by many whites as being a dark backward continent 
having contributed nothing to humanity. The word b 
definition implies some negative connotations “‘black- 
1. soiled or stained with dirt: That shirt was black with- 
in an hour. 2, gloomy; pessimistic; dismal: a black out- 
look. 3. deliberate; harmful; inexcusable: a black lie.

Intermingled in with these different racist meanings is 
fee renee to the black race which can be only interpret- 
ed as meaning the same negative connotations can apply 
to black people. : :

Since the inception of the Nubian Movement, given 
voice by Rap Brown, Stokely Carmichael, et al, our good 
white liberals seem to be sonewhat befuddled. A case 
‘ in point: On the one hand a U.C. Regent threatened to 
chuck Cleaver in the clink if he used four letter words. 
On the other hand, a police officer, after giving the 
Black Panther a traffic ticket, reported to his superiors 
that “Mr. Eldridge Cleaver is a gentleman!” 


This writer spent five days in a hospital some time ago. 


I had been under the impression that blood letting went 
out in the 18th century. Not so. 

‘Within five days all ten of my fingers were swolen 
from the incessant drawing of my fresh blood--specimen 
_they called it. In addition to this mild form of tortue, 
they stuck thermometers, needles, rubber hoses and pro- 
ctoscopes in my ears, eyes, nose, throat and—yes, yes, 
yes,-WOW!

dom above all else,’ the narrative told us in one part. 
But it balanced this out by telling us before hand that 
‘most Southern people treated their slaves kindly. Our 
slaves have good homes and plenty to eat. When they 
are sick, we take care of them. ..°” 
This type of educational curriculum consciously 
and/or unconsciously inforces this view of black infer- 
iority to whites. Structurely it emphasizes teaching of 
white middle-class values; the arts, sciences and human- 
ities of Western Civilization. From this blacks are psy- 
chologically conditioned to the fact that the only way 
to make it is to emulate the white man as much as pos- 
sible-his dress, speech, morals and religion, and try to 
block out the fact that they are physically black. 

The educational curriculum from a black perspec- 
tive is totally irrelevant to their day to day life which is, 
in most cases, physical survival. With increasing skepti- 
cism towards schooling, it is becoming more difficult 
for black students to sit attentive five days a week listen- 
ing to something they know is a distortion of the truth. 
Students’ grades are frequently a reflection of these 
very reasons. This in turn causes resentment and lack of 
interest which literally forces black students away from 
school. The white man refers to this as “dropping out’. 
Black students are just processed through and their 
minds are. kept stagnant. 

The white man blames the lack of interest ona 
class size which is too large for the teacher to give his 
students the individual help they need. So he puts his 
emphasis, in reference to change, on more teachers, 
smaller class size, and newer technological aids to assist 
the learning process. 

“In the black community, one of the most blat- 
ant forms of oppression is the irrevelant or destructive 
educational experiences in elementary school to junior 
high school, high school to college and universities 
There is a denial of legitimacy of cultural expression 
among black people, socially, culturally, and ekonom- 
ically. In San Francisco particularly, the drop out rate 
for Afro-American students has passed the critical stage 
not because black students are inherently inferior, but 
rather because the information black students receive is 
alien to them. Dealing almost completely with white 
culture—their heroes are white, images are white, etc. 
There is little in any curriculum that starts with black 
people as a specific cultural people. So there is no won- 


der that black children lose interest at an early age.” 
This present curriculum is not only inaccurate for 
black students but for whites and every other racial 
groups because this method of trying to hide or shelter 
students from the truth is only perpetuating the racist 
attitudes and the plight of the black man-—not being 
accepted on face value. It is naive of an educational 
system to teach students lies and half-truths, and then 
expect them to appreciate and respect the educational 
system and the society as a whole which the schools do 
serve as a socializing agent for. :

Officers who are members of 
the Officers for Justice and the 
SF Police Community Relations 
Unit appear to be facing the pos- 
sibility being charged with “un- 
officer-like conduct’, through 
pressure brought by the powerful 
Police Officer’s Association. The 


‘association has been accused of 


being “racist”, it is 98.5% white. 

The possible charges are the 
result of their community rela- 
tions activity and also allegedly 
based on statements made by 
Officers Palmer Jackson, of Hunt- 
ers Point and Richard Hongisto. 
Both officers have been very crit- 
ical of the activities of fellow 
white officers on the SF State 
College campus and the use of 
black officers at the campus. 
Jackson pointed on one occasion 
to the Tactical Squad as an exam- 
ple of discrimination. 

Both have recommended seve- 
ral changes. in current policy. 
Duty assignments and agree that 
black police should patrol their 
own communities. 

Hongisto points out that “the 
system effectively restricts black 
officers from supervisory posi- 
tions.” 

It is well known that a long 
growing resentment of the com- 
munity relations officers might 
result in more pressure to pun- 
ish some officers and further 
weaken the unit. A great majori- 
ty of SF’s police have resented 
the existence of the unit. Their 
‘resentment has been the subject 
of nationwide studies by many 
authorities who have pointed out 
the need for such a unit and have 
applauded even its half-hearted 
attempts at some sort of internal | 
vigilance. No one seems to doubt 
the 6bvious racism inherent in all 
police forces therefore any attem- 
pt to create a true community 
relations unit would be subject 
‘to constant friction. 

Lt. Dante Anderotti, the for- 
mer initial head of the SF com- 
munity relations unit, pointed 
this out. He also urged that in

thing of the kind of real delib- 
erate effort needed has taken 
place. Present and past heads, 
and their. sargents appear to be 
more interested in public rela- 
tions and pushing propaganda 
that is based on the old racist 
values of the past, a naive task. 


In the other case, the assist- 
ance is being requested for off- 
icers Palmer Jackson and Rich- 
ard Hongisto who are also memb- 
ers of police community relations 
as is officer Delaney. In the 
case of Jackson and Hongisto it 
would seem that among other 
things, freedom of speech and 
a distaste for alleged police bru- 
tality has brought down the wra- 
th of the archaic and bias Police 
Officers Association.

6. The police must bring you into 
court or release you within 48 hours after 
your arrest (unless the time ends on a 
weekend or holiday, and then they must 
bring you before a judge the first day 
court is in session). 

7. If you do not have money to hire an 
attorney, immediately ask the police to 
get you an attorney without charge.

Sacramento, Assemblyman Willie Brown criticized the appoint- 

ment of.an anti-open housing legislator as chairman of a new sub- 

committee on solving problems in the cities. 

Washington, Nixon’s highest Negro appointee used a high level 

John Birch Society member as a reference to his new job. He 
is quoted as saying that many black leaders are “phonies.” His 

reference was Bircher John Schmitz, Orange County right-wing 
supporter of segregationist activities and groups and also a state 

senator and supporter of S.1. Hawakaya. 

Memphis, Tenn., A committee of the National Council of Chur- 
ches has reported violence is an acceptable tool for use by the 

victims of injustice. It further stated that there is a vast differ- 

ence between the violence used in oppressions and violence used 
by the oppressed. And, that violence may be justified to seek 

social justice if nonviolent means fail. 
Washington, A new U.S. Civil Rights chief in the Justice Depart- 

ment has been found to belong to a “whites only” social club, the’ 
Eagles, a national civic organization which excludes blacks from 

its membership. 

San Francisco, The nomination of black U.S. Attorney, Cecil F. 

Poole, for a Federal Judgeship was withdrawn by the Nixon ad- 

ministration. His nomination was earlier blocked by right-wing . 
conservative dancer Murphy. Pool would have been the first 

black judge in a federal position west of the Mississippi. 
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Chicago, Delegates to the National Conference on Tenants’ Rights , 
voted to seek federal legislation for a national “tenants’ rights” 
bill which would specify minimal living standards such as heat, hot ' 
water and adequate electricity, provide new processes in the — 
courts for tenants who are rent protestors over deplorable con- 
ditions, require licensing of landlords, guarantee the relocation of , 
tenants uprooted by urban renewal and give tenants’ the right to! 
bargain with landlords. The group voted to strike nationally if the’ 
Congress fails to meet their requests. 

San Francisco, Two police Tac Squad officers were found guilt- 
ty of charges in the brutality of youths in the outer-Mission area. 
Suspensions of ten and eight months were ordered for officers 
Boyd and Dougherty, which included removal from the Tac 
Squad. Boyd was convicted earlier of battery in the same case. 

San Francisco, A federal court recently denied a motion made on 
behalf of the SF Chief of Police and the Commission to dismiss a 
police harassment suit which alleges that the police have carried 
out “systematic pattern of harassment and brutality against black 
people solely because of their race.” The suit was brought by 
attorneys of the SF Neighborhood Legal Assistance Foundation, 
to enjoin the police from “violating the constitutional and civil . 
rights of black persons in the Bayview-Hunters Point and Sunny- 
dale areas of the city. 


San FRancisco, Black Leaders—Rev. Cecil Williams, ‘Rip’ Ridley, 
Hannibal Williams and Rev. W. R. Drummer—have moved to seek 
remorms in the Police Department. Plans include enlarging the Pol- 
ice Commission from three to seven members; placing the Police 
Community Relations Unit under the Commission and upgrade its 
black officers to the rank of inspector; assign black members to 
other departments, as personnel and the intelligence division; create 
a model black police station. Commissioner Garner attending the 
meeting and lent his sympathy to the community desires. 


San Francisco, A Federal Judge has halted the firing of black post 
office workers who failed to pass specific tests which were attack- 
ed by attorney’s for the Neighborhood Legal Service as being “‘ir- 
relevant and not fair”. The attorney’s also cited previous agreemen- 
ts with the post office. A majority of the workers are from Hunters

Today he stands wanting 
and giving out pathetic excuses for the new and usual revelations 
of poor reading scores for SF pupiles. . todate his greatest 
achievement seems to be that he put in data processing and other 
computer equipment in the schools for sake of efficiency. . . we 
needent wonder then why our schools are so devoid of any human- 
ity and why the administration can only respond to crisis with 
new rules, a cry for police, fire every year black and other third- 
world teachers who refuse to snap to the white-middle class ethic, 
and in general do not have the respect of the community. . . these 
are the same intelligencia who boast about their “professional” 
standing and mock at teacher unions and community groups who 
attempt to express their own views on how their children should 
be taught .. . if ever there was a climate of distrust and chaos, it 
is obvious where it originated . . . strikes and the like will contin- 


ue until so-called “professionals” will stop practining their form of 


class discrimination and bias, and extension of white racism. . . 


Now that Reagan has stacked the public utility commission in 
the state with utility men you can expect your rates everywhere 
to rise and the general public good to be ignored in the face of 
selfish profits and the good old days of ‘the public be damned’ to 
be more and more the theme song of Sacramento and Ronnie. ...

After thinking about the problems of the schools in the pover- 
ty areas, I forwarded these ideas to Dr. Robert Jenkins, the Super- 
intendent of the San Francisco Unified Schools that they might 
help to solve some of the problems. 

INCREASE MALE TEACHERS IN THE AREA 


The number of families that have no male image in the home 
in poverty areas is rather large. For this reason many children sel- 
domhave the opportunity to associate their activities and think- 
ing to that of a man. 

While at home the child is completely controlled by his mo- 
ther. When the child goes to school he receives additional in- 
structions from the motherly image. The only time some might 
see a male is when he has to be disciplined for something that is 
considered wrong. 

By having to face the male image at this time only places all 
men in the schools in the position of being policemen. I believe, 
if the classroom teacher was a man especially at the grammer 
school level in poverty areas, the child would get a better under- 
standing that all men are not police and that men also are interest- 


. ed in the welfare of our children. 


ENCOURAGE TEACHERS TO SPEND TIME IN AREAS 


Almost all teachers in poverty area schools do not live in the 


_ area. This means that teachers come to the neighborhood when 
. schools open and leave as soon after classes are over as possible. 


On-the-other-hand, if teachers were to shop in neighborhood 
commercial districts, attend the church there, walk the street after 
school, live in a home in the district and send their children to the 
schools, then the teacher would have a better understanding of 
what the problems of the community are. Most important, the 
child would see his teacher in other than a conmand position. If 
some way could be devised whereby teachers could visit the home 
and parents of each student no less than two times each semester 
there would be better communication with the family. When 
the child sees his teacher in other than the classroom and the 
children of the teacher and the children of the neighborhood 
communicate, the entire neighborhood and the school is the bet- 
ter off. : 

EXPAND ED. OPPORTUNITIES TO OTHER FIELDS 


The educational system presently is set for academic achieve- 
ment only whereas all students are not the type and do aspire to 
become professional in the academic field. Industry of the world 
does not demand that all workers be academicaly proficient. The 
curricula should be changed to acconmodate the needs of all 
students so all will have an equal opportunity. 

EXPERIENCED TEACHERS IN THE POVERTY AREA 

The present method of placing teachers in schools seems to be 
to place the best qualified teachers in the most affluent neighbor- 
hood schools. I believe that if the best teachers were placed in 
our poverty neighborhoods and at the beginning of a child‘s learn- 
ing processes, as in the early grades, the child would be better 
prepared to continue his learning.

Can You Dig It? 


Sex Education 


The column will try to answer some of the ques- 
tions that are frequently asked at Planned Parenthood 
Centers. Perhaps you have been wondering about these 
problems yourself or have other questions that aren’t 
covered here. If you would phone your questions to me 
at 282-0441 or write your questions and send them to 
me at 1641 LaSalle Avenue, San Francisco, 94124. I 
will answer in the next issue of the SPOKESMAN. 
Remember, if your question is important to you it is 
probably also important to someone else. So don’t hesi- 
tate to ask your question. 


My friend lives in the country and she can’t get a doc- 
tor for birth control. Can she buy something at the 
drug store? 

Yes, there are vaginal creams and foams at the phar- 
macy for women, and the condoms or rubbers for men. 
Each of these can be bought without a prescription. The 
foams that we, at Planned Parenthood recommend are 
Delfen and Emko. They are about 80-90% safe, and 
condoms are even safer if used every time you have sex 
relations. 


What does it mean when someone tells you a birth con- 
trol method is 90% safe? 

Lets look at it this way: If 100 women were to use 
the pill for a year, at the end of that year none of them 
would have become pregnant that makes the pill 100% 
safe. If 100 women were to use a foam for a year, at the 
end of that year 10 of them would be pregnant and 90 
women would not be pregnant that’s the 90% safe part. 
And then if you compare these chances with what 
would happen to 100 women if none of them used any 
method of birth control 90 of these women would pro- 
bably become pregnant within a year. 


I have a friend who is scared to go to get pills herself be- 
cause she isn’t married, so she is taking her sister’s pills. 
Everything seems to be going all right for her so why 
should she go to a doctor? A 
Perhaps your friend doesn’t understand that every- 
one is welcome at Planned Parenthood and that the only 
questions she will be asked are about her own health. 
~If you have been reading this column you will know. 
‘that the pills are the very best birth control method we 
have--for most people. There are some few women how-! 
ever who should not take pills because they have some 
medical problem. Let a doctor decide that it is all right 
for you. It only takesa few seconds to be examined and 


then you’re sure. 


Can I change pills in the middle of the month? 


I understand your question to mean, can you 
change from one brand or one kind of birth control to 
another in the middle of the month. The answer is NO. 
If for any reason you want to switch pills check with 
your doctor or the clinic. They will probably tell you to 
wait til your period comes and start the new pills when 
the menstrual time is over. There are several kinds of 
birth control pills with different strengths of the two 
hormones that help avoid pregnancy. And it is not safe 
to mix the kinds and amounts of hormones in the mid- 
dle of the cycle as you might be getting too much or too 
little after the switch. The pills are so arranged that 
you will receive the dosage you need for a whole month, 
but the day to day dosage is not interchangeable. 


Birth control pills are all pretty much alike, aren’t they? 


Perhaps after reading the answer to the last ques- 
tion you can guess what my answer to this one will be. 
Pills for birth control are all composed of one or both of 
the hormones found in the human body, but some pills 
contain one hormone and some contain the other, some 
contain both in different proportions and amounts and 
some of the newer pills increase the dose of the hormon- 


es from day to day within the month, this is another rea- 


son why it is most unsafe and unwise to switch pills in 
the middle of the cycle. 


Are there birth control pills for men? 

There has been some research of pills for men but 
science doesn’t have any usable ones so far. Making the 
man infertile and unable to produce live sperm is a more 
complicated step than it is for women. Men‘don’t have 
a monthly cycle in which they have naturally fertile 
and infertile periods, and they are fertile usually from 
late boyhood to old age. 


What are IUD’s? 
JUD is a short-hand word for Intra-Uterine-Device. 


That means that it is a device that is inserted into the 
uterus, (the womb). These devices are made of plastic or 
stainless steel and are shaped into rings or loops or coils. 
They remain in place in the uterus and need to be check- 
ed about once a year. They are quite safe method which 


we use for women who have had a child and for whom © 


it is not wise to prescribe the pill.

CHILD HEALTH 


The most common health prob- 
lems of the school-age child are not 
those which threaten his life or send 
him to the hospital or even keep him 
out of school. There are, for instance, 
those children who eat too much, too 
little, or the wrong foods, who do 
not get enough sleep, who need to 
have their teeth filled or straightened; 
or who have posture defects or minor 
speech impariments and those who 
have emotional troubles which re- 
quire help. Many of these remediable 
defects do not cause pain or even pro- 
duce symptoms sufficiently import- 
ant to. require medical attention. 
Frequently, neither parent nor child 
is aware of these defects yet they 
may, seriously interfere with the chi 
Id’s growth, development, education 
and, possibly his whole future. 


VD INCREASING 


In 1968 San Francisco contin- 
ued in the national and local 
trend of an increasing venereal 
disease rate. 

SF’s increasing gonorrhea rate 
far exceeds the national trend. 

Locally there is an “epidemic” 
situation. The present VD Clinic 
is located at 33 Hunt Street and 
is available to all citizens on a 
strickly ‘confidential’ basis in 
which. all information is kept 
secret with all full respect to 
each patient. 


Amblyopia - Lazy Eye Blindness 


Lazy eye blindness or ambloypia 
is a visual defect which commences 
in childhood but is occasionally to 
be found in adults. The problem 


arises from a failure in learning to see. 
At birth, the infant starts learning to 
use both eyes together. Gradually, the 
images from both eyes overlap in his 
brain and when he has mastered this 
fusion of two images, he has fully de- 
veloped vision. In a child with both 
eyes in normal condition, this process 
of training is usually mastered by age 
two. 

If one eye is in any way weakened 
or impaired, the development of nor- 
mal fusion does not take place. When 
the child attempts to fuse the image 
which comes through his good eye 
with the blurred one that comes thr- 
ough the weakened eye, he finds that 
he is having visual troubles. When he 
suppresses the image of his weak eye 
and uses only the good one, the image 
that comes through is much better. 
Therefore, he stops using the weak- 
ened eye and it fails to develop. The 
result is amblyopia. Having had no 
experience with full vision the child 
is not aware that he has a visual prob- 
lem. There is nothing about the ap- 
pearance of the child’s eyes to sug- 
gest that they are not functioning 
properly; however certain kinds of be- 
havior may be indicative. 

If a child rubs his eyes excessive- 
ly, tilts his head or thrusts it forward 
when he looks at something, frowns 
or blinks frequently, stumbles over 
small objects, or has difficulty play- 
ing games which require distance vis- 
ion, the child should be examined by 
an eye physician immediately. If the 
examination reveals that the child 
does have amblyopia, the first step in 
treatment is to correct the basic de- 
fect in the weakened eye. Once that 
correction has been accomplished, 
the underdeveloped eye must be use- 
ed fully so that it can catch up with 
its:stronger partner. It may take time 
to strengthen the. weak eye, but if 
treatment is started while the child 
is three or four years old, its chances 


of success are extremely good. Am- 


blyopia does not get worse with the 
years, but neither does a child “out- 
grow it” without treatment. The 
child can be spared the limitations of 
partial blindness if his parents have 
the problem diagnosed and treated 
early.

Social Security News 
Joe Smith of Sacramento writes, “I’ve been paying Social 
Security Taxes for about 20 years. I’m only 45 years now and 
will be paying taxes for another 20 years. A couple of my friends zs 
seem to think there won’t be any money left to pay retirement. 
benefits by the time we’re 65. How can I besure I’ll get any- 
thing for all the Social Security taxes I’m paying? 


We hear this question often at Social Security and we wel- 
come inquiries. We want people to know what happens to their 
money and what they can expect to get from their Social Secur- 
ity contributions. 

Let’s analyze the financing of the Social Security system. 
Employees are taxed 4.4% on their wages--only the first $7800 
per year is taxed. The employer is taxed for each employee he 
has, and matches their tax contribution. Self-employed people 
pay a Social Security tax of 6.4% on their net profit. Again, 
only the first $7800 per year is subject to tax. 


Who collects the money? Internal Revenue Service col- 
lects. the Social Security taxes. The U.S. Treasury earmarks all . 
Social Security collections so the Social Security Administra- 
tion knows exactly how much is on hand. By law, Social Secur- 
ity tax collections can be used only for paying monthly benefits 
and for administrative costs to run the program. These collections 
go into trust funds designated by the Social Security Act. 


Let’s go back to Joe Smith’s 4.4% tax on the first $7800 of 
his wages, 3.8% of this tax is destined for payments in the retire- 
ment, survivors, and disability trust funds, 0.6% of this tax is del- 
egated to the hospital trust fund. A separate trust fund maintain- 
ed for medical insurance benefits is fupported by $4.00 monthly 
voluntary contributions by people 65 and over who are enrolled 
for Medicare. Joe will pay nothing to this fund until he is age 65 
and then only if he signs up for the supplementary medical insur- 
ance program. 


Each month approximately $2 billion are paid in Social Se- 
curity benefits to 23 million people. So that ample funds are al- 
ways available to pay benefits, the Social Security Administration 
maintains a large balance in the trust funds—currently $27 billion. 
This reserve assures a continuity to the program in case of reces- 
sions and changes in the law which might increase monthly pay- 
ments. Incidentally, when Social Security benefits are increased, 
a provision is always made to pay for them—either the tax rate is 
raised or the tax base is increased, or both.

SHAKING HANDS 


Most of the money in the trust funds is invested in govern- 
ment securities. About $2 billion are kept available to pay cur- 
rent monthly benefits. The U.S. Government pays interest on 
these securities the same as they would to any investor. The ex- 
tra income helps. pay for costs of running the program. The So- 
cial Security Administration is proud of its record in keeping ad- 
ministrative costs low. Currently, it is 2.4% of total tax collec- 
tions. 

Joe Smity mentioned that some of his friends say there 
won’t be any money left to pay them a monthly check by the 
time they reach age 65. Obviously, the $27 billion held in reserve 
is not enough to pay future benefits. Some people confuse the 
financing provisions of private insurance companies with a govern- 
ment insurance system. Private insurance companies are required 
by law to have sufficient money on hand to pay all obligations 
due now and to pay all obligations due in the future. The private 

' company has no guarantee of future payments to support the pro- 
gram. Social Security is financed by compulsory contributions on 
the working force, including most self-employed. Thus, as long 
as there is a work force, there will be continual income to the 
trust funds. Also, the work force continues to increase each year, 
in spite of automation.
